The boat was so light that 
lie was afraid It would turn over If I 
tried to get In. lie threw me a rope 
and told me to tie It around my body, 
so that If I fell off the; raft he would 
have me. The bank was so high at that 
point wo could not go ashore, and we 
were compelled to flout nearly half a 
mile farther down the river before we 
could flnd a landing place.

« pretty 'tough experience, but when I 
think of those other two men I (eel I 
am a lucky one."

THE LEGACY OF GUY FAWKES. 


'oiled In Hie Attempt to Blow Up the 
Houses of Parliament, the Gunpowder 
Plot Conspirator Save to the Englieh 
Boy a Joyous Holiday. 
The day In England most nearly cer- 


•esponding with tho American Fourth 
if July in its manner of celebration Is 
3uy Fawkes day, Nov. 5, the anni- 
versary of the attempt to blow up the 
irltish houses of parliament, king, 
ords and commons by Guy Fawkes In 
.005. The celebration, although grad- 
ually losing its national and historical 
significance, ia still observed as a holi- 
day by children In many purts of the 
country. 


For several weeks before "the Fifth" 
he lads scour the countryside for tree 
trunks and branches, boxes, barrels, 
inything that will burn, in fact, and 
.hey trail their finds to some old barn 
nlles away, where they are stored la 
anticipation of the great day and 
guarded with a zeal that often leads 
:o pretty stiff 
fight*. 
^ 


Marauders from ctber localities will, 


If not carefully watched, secretly re- 
move inviting "chumps," as the logs 
re called, and add them to their own 


collections. 


Between this Intermittent warfare 


and dodging the police and owners of 
woodland . property the younger ele- 
ment of Qj'eat Britain has quite a Hve- 
y time during tho few weeks prior to 
Guy Fawkes day. 


The day Itself is occupied until dusk 
n building bonflrds, "cadging" coal, 
coke and oil and eating "parltln," a 
cake Inseparably associated with tho 
iclobratlons. 
This cake Is made of 


molasses, ginger and oatmeal or any 
other coarse meal. 


As soon as the first night shadow 


falls tho fires are lighted, firecrackers 
jegin to snap, and pyrotechnic displays 
of every description are in evidence in 
all directions. 


The fun Is kept up with a vim similar 


to our.Fourth of July spirit uutll far 
nto the night, when potatoes, roasted 
i the fires, are Indulged iii. 
The luiuie given to the dny Is some- 


what 
misleading perhaps, and 
the 


whole credit or onus of the plot has 
[icon popularly laid upon the shoulders 
of Gtij^Tawkes, wjiercus he was far 
from being the most Important of the 
plotters anil seems to havc~been chosen 
liy thcchief consplratorsontirely because 
of his superb courage and coolness. 


The plan was originated by Robert 


Cntesby. a man whose natural atmos- 
phere was one of plots, but a mau of 
extraordinary personal charm. 
The 


Iloman Catholics had expected great 
tilings from the accession of .fames I. 
to the throne. The laws of lillizalietli 
were cruel and unjust toward them, 
and they were led by Jiimes to expect 


melioration and tolerance. 
Instead of tills, the 
liiwy . against 


them were enforced with renewed vig- 
or, and the great discontent resulted 
In the gunpowder plot. 
The conspir- 


acy was elaborately and carefully con- 
ceived, aud groat hardships were un- 
dergone to carry it out. 


It was not until the conspirators, all 


gentlemen unused to physical labor, 
liad excavated through nine feet thick- 
ness of stone wall in order to get be- 
neath the house of commons that they 
found that a vault uuderueatli"tbe eel 
Ince was to let. The vault was taken 
In the name of Guy Fawkes, and the 
severe physical work was ended. Un- 
der cover of night thirty-six barrels of 
gunpowder were conveyed to the vault, 
and all was In readiness for the meet- 
lug of parliament on Nov. 5. 


Then came the first weakening which 


was to end in the failure of the 
scheme, 
The conspirators could not 


agree upon a plau to warn the Cath- 
olic lords and members who would oth- 
erwise bo blown up with the rest. 


The plotters were all prominent gen- 


tlemen and bad personal friends among 
the apparently doomed legislators. An 
anonymous letter was received by 
Lord Mouteagle, one of the Catholic 
peers, warning him not to be present. 
The author of the letter is not really 
known, but It Is commonly believed 
to havc'been Grcsha'm, In spite of bis 
vigorous denial when accused by Cates- 
by. At all events, this Is supposed to 
haye been the key to the-dlscovery. 


Monteagle showed the letter to Salis- 


bury, who in turn took It to the king, 
and all sorts of Ingenuity were exer- 
cised to discover its meaning. A close 
watch was kept, and iu order to take 
the plotters reuhanded the arrest was 
palpably postponed until the dramatic 
moment In order to allow Catesby to 
escape, though he was shot a few days 
later while attempting to raise an In- 
surrection at Worcester. 


Guy Fawkes, whose work it jwas to 


flre the train, was taken as ije was 
leaving, the house through which ac- 
cess was gained to the vault, and the 
rest of the plotters were either killed 
or captured at Dunchurch, to where 
they Bed. 


Fawkos was put to the torture, but 


nothing could shake hia magnificent 
fortitude, though he wns so weak from 
agony and sickness that he could 
scarcely mount the scaffold. The day 
(Nov. 6) was proclaimed a day of 
thanksgiving forever by an act of- par- 
liament, which was only repealed after 
200 years. 


For nearly 300 years the celebrations 


were carried to riotous excess. Elugles 
of Guy Fawkes were paraded in towns 
and villages all day amid shouting and 
singing aud burned at night In huge 
conflagrations to the accompaniment of 
thousands of fireworks.—Scrap Book.

A RHETORICAL TRIUMPH. ' 


Bheridan'i Speech In Connection With 


tho Haltlngt Trial. 


Answering a correspondent who ask- 


ed about the speech of Sheridan In con- 
nection 
with the Warren Hastings 


trial, the London News says: 


'That Immense oratorical triumph 


was certainly not reported in the notes 
In question, for the Oude speech was 
not delivered during the trial. SLerl; 
dan pronounced It In the house of com- 
mons In the year before the trial la 
moving that the Oude charge should 
be one of the articles of the Impeach- 
ment. 


'No speech recorded In our history 


ever had such a reception. The entire 
house and all In the galleries violated 
the traditions of parliament and set a 
preceBent that remains unfollowed by 
clapping furiously and continuously. 
Pitt, fully conscious of the eitraor- 
dinary state of excitement disclosed by 
this breach of decorum, moved the ad- 
journment on the unparalleled ground 
that 'the minds of members were too 
agitated to discuss the question with 
coolness and judicially.' Sheridan bad 
spoken for five hours and forty min- 
utes. 
No full report of the speech 


exists. The best appeared la the Lon- 
don Chronicle for Feb. 8, 1787. 


"The fame of the speech was such 


that when the trial came on £50 was 
gladly paid for a seat In the hall_on 
the day of Sheridan's speech as" a 
manager of the Impeachment 
Macau- 


lay's account of that speech, which Is 
both misleading aud Inaccurate In sev- 
eral respects, at least permits us to 
know the fact that the speaker was 
publicly embraced by Burke on resum- 
ing his seat. At a later stage In the 
trial—six years later. In fact—Sheridan 
delivered another speech which was 
described by one of the auditors as an 
extraordinary rhetorical triumph."

But this Is only a beginning in this 


direction. The state doubtless will re- 
cover hundreds of thousands of dollars 
'rom various other sources If certain 
ihings which are known to be true can 
be proven. 
In fact, the probers are 


certain that they "have the goods" 
which will compel certain large con- 
tractors to make restitution to the 
state. 


Several sub-contractors already have 
ven their testimony, and more will 
i placed on the stand In the near fu- 


ture. 
Prom these some sensational 


tacts will be obtained. It already has 
been shown that the state paid $100,- 
000 more for the glass globes used on 
the $2.000,000 chandeliers, standards 
and brackets than it cost to make 
them. 
It also has been shown that 


the state paid for "Baccarat" glass, an 
imported article, whereas the glass 
was made by the Phoenix Glass com- 
pany, of Pittsburg, at the company's 
plant at Monaca, Beaver county, Pa. 
It Is said to be a better glass and much 
less expensive than that made abroad. 
As the glass cost the state $138,000, 
and as it was shown to have cost about 
$27.000 to manufacture," it ts expected 
that the .John H. Sanderson company, 
of Philadelphia, who had the contract, 
will he obliged to reimburse the state. 


Then there arc other Items of still 


greater moment which will be brought 
out from time to time. The lawyers for 
the Investigating commission, James 
Scarlett, of Danville, and James A. 
Stranahan, of Harrlsburg, are evi- 
dently Intent upon showing that there 
was conspiracy to defraud the state. 


After People-Higher Up. 


From what can be learned, Joseph 


M. Huston, the architect who looked 
aflfer the construction oC the building, 
will have a lot of things to explain to 
the committee. The big contractors, 
who apparently have profited at the ex- 
pense of the state to the tune of mil- 
lions, may also wish to explain. But 
there are people "higher up" who are 
likely to be brought into the lime 
light, and if they are then look out for 
a storm. 


Very few persons outside of the at- 


torneys engaged in making the Inquiry 
and the members of the investigating' 
commission really know what is up. 
But tho big contractors and certain 
other Interested persons know, and 
they have their lawyers on hand at 
every hearing to look out for their In- 
terests. They know there is something 
doing, and their lawyers are trying to 
flnd out Just how'much the probers 
know or have learned since they began 
their investigation. 


The truth is the probers know a 


great deal more than anyone imagines. 
There are certain persons with griev- 
ances who are anxious to toll the com- 
mission what they know about tbe 
wrong-doing of others connected with 
tbe capitol scandal, and it looks now 
as If there would be a great deal that 
will "come out in the wash." 


The capitol probers have a great 


deal more latitude in the way ot mak- 
ing an inquiry than any court in the 
land. They are not hampered by any 
rules of court or red tape of any kind. 
They are permitted to bring in any- 
thing they please which might throw 
light upon the case, and they can com- 
pel any witness to attend and testify 
If he Is to be found anywhere within 
the state. 


For Good Roads. 


That the legislature Is intent upon 


providing means for the building of 
good roads in Pennsylvania is evident 
from the fact that when Representa- 
tive Wlckersbam, of Dauphin, offered 
an amendment the 'other day to the 
Moore constitutional amendment reso- 
lution so that the state might Issue 
$50,000,000 Instead of $25,000,000 worth 
of bonds for road-making purposes, his 
proposition met with general approval. 
There were gome, however, who wero 
inclined to believe that the funds for 
this purpose should come from direct 
taxation, and for that reason the reso- 
lution and amendment were referred 
back to the committee in order to 
give the subject further consideration, 
including this 
resolution there are 


bills for road Improvement now pend- 
ing which, If all were passed, would 
provide something like a total of $65,- 
000,000 for good roads In the state. 
The American Road Makers' conven- 
tion in Pittsburg last week greatly 
stimulated the Interest In good roads 
for Pennsylvania. It is the opinion 
that extensive road Improvement will 
do the general public more good than 
anything that can be undertaken. ^ . 
-.Legislators V/ant Larger Salaries. 


Members of the legislature purpose 


paying themselv.es larger salaries than 
they have been getting. The senate 
has passed the bill doubling the salar- 
es of members of the legislature and 
It may pass the house. Tie bill allows 
each member $125 a month, or $3000 
for the term of a member of the house 
and $5000 for the four-year term of a 
member of the senate. They are now 
paid $1500 each for the session. How- 
ever, the house is differently constitut- 
ed morally, politically and otherwisely 
from the senate. The representatives 
are for reform and they may take a 
notion to reform the senate by not 
passing the salary Increase bill. The 
most convincing argument these breth- 
ren are using for the passage of the 
bill Is that they need the money. 


Since the legislators have to pay their 


own travelling expenses the recom- 
pense they are now receiving does not 
more than meet expenses and some ot 
them will not come out even by the 
end of the session. This may Induce 
aome of the representatives with high 
and lofty notions to concur with the 
senate amfpasi the bill. Tha Increase 
ot salaries -will not benefit the present 
members, It Is held, but they all hi 
an ambition to succeed themselves and 
If the bill IB passed they will come in 
for the Increased pay. 


-_ Bill Taxing Trust Company Stock. 
Representative Moore, ot Allegheny, 


Is going to have a hard time getting hit 
bill taxing the book value of trust com- 
pany stock through the legislature. The 


present law taxes' the market value of 
tho stock. The auditor general reports 
that the effect of the passage ot that 
bill would mean a loss annually to the 
state of nearly a quarter of million 
dollars. The bill proposes to place the 
valuation of the capital stock of trust 
companies on the basis of the capital 
paid in, surplus and undivided profits. 
less the deductions for stock paying a 
capital stock tax, and divided by the 
number of shares, 


Trust company representatives have 


been here every week since the bill 
was Introduced lobbying for It 
It 


means a big saving to four or five 
of them particularly. "Farmer" Creasy 
Is prepared to make a fight against the 
passage of- the bill, 


Mr. Creasy, by the way, wants the 


Standard Oil Company 
Investigated. 


His resolution to that effect provided 
that Its "methods" be probed to dis- 
cover if there have been any evasions 
of the law. 
Resolution to Abolish Spring Elections 


Politicians and reformers are alike 
ondering whnt the house will do with 


the senate resolution providing for a 
constitutional amendment abolishing 
February elections 
throughout 
the 


state. It got through the senate easily 
and It looks as If It might pass the 
nouse. If this bill should become a 
law it would save the state enough 
money every year to more than meet 
any 
extravagances the 
legislature 


might Indulge In before the setslon Is 
ended. Besides it would bo the means 
of saving a great deal of campaigning 
and hard work. Of course the people 
would have to vote on the proposition 
and then another legislature would 
have to act upon It, but It is taken for 
granted that the people are tired of so 
much politics and would gladly have 
but one election each year If given their 
own way about it. 


Efforts have been made to sidetrack 


the proposition to allow the people to 
express their preferences for United 
States senators. The bill was intro- 
duced by Representative 
McCord, of 


Chester, who has been keeping a close 
eye upon it. Those opposing the meas- 
ure are doing- so under cover. This is 
a bill which does not cost the state or 
the tax payers anything and McCord 
thinks that as it gives the people an 
opportunity to express their desires 
legislators have no business opposing 
It. 


Will Curtail Expenditures. 


Members of the legislature have been 


given the painful surprise that it Is 
going to cost $60,000 more this year to 
print the Legislative Record than It did 
in 1905. As other items of expense are 
greater than ever and as the general 
appropriation bill wilt be much larger 
than last session there is going to bt> 
some curtailing done by the appropria- 
tions committee of the house or by the 
senate appropriations committee and if 
these committees do not cut down the 
amounts {he governor will do so. It is 
said that he has insisted that the $10,- 
000,000 reserve now in the state treas- 
ury be maintained. This cannot be 
done If the legislature is going ahead 
with all the expenditures mapped out 
for it. The investigation of the capl- 
tol building alooe will cost at least 
$100(000. All ot the charitable insti- 
tutions receiving state aid were ex- 
p'ected to receive more money than 
they did last session, but there may be 
some disappointments along this line. 


The railroad bills are not making 


very rapid progress and the Influence 
of the big railroad corporations is be- 
ing felt. A bill Introduced by Senator 
Garberich.'of Lebanon, is supposed to 
be a substitute for the railroad com- 
mission bill. The Gerberich meas'ure 
enlarges the powers of the secretary of 
internal affairs in such a way as to al- 
low this department to carry out the 
requirements for which a railroad cotn- 
mlsrion would be appointed. The os- 
tensible reason for this move is the 
professed [ear of the uneonstitutional- 
ity of the commission bill. 


The Dunsmore 2-cent fare bill is go- 


Ing through the senate In an amended 
form. It was changed so as to make 
it go Into effect next September instead 
of within 30 days after passage. This 
was done In order to allow railroad 
companies time to arrange for the new 
order of things. The penal clause was 
stricken out. 


The McCulIagh bill reducing the rates 


of sleeping and parlor cars Is still In 
committee. The Esler bill compelling 
companies operating sleeping cars to 
light their cars with electricity has 
passed the house. The Ripley bill call- 
Ing for a state survey of the railroads 
Is on the postponed calendar.

DEACON BRODIE. 


H* Was the Original of Stevenson's 


Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde. 


Deacon Brodle, whose singular story 


Is said to have Inspired Stevenson with 
the immortal tale of Dr. Jekyll and 
Mr. Hyde, was a substantial wrlght 
nnd cabinet maker in the Lnwnuiarket 
of Edinburgh. He was a burgess and 
(julld brother of his native town, nnd 
eo high did lie stand In tbe estimation 
of his fellow craftsmen that for four 
years they elected him a member of 
the town council as deacon of the In- 
corporation of wrights. 
Success in 


public -life helped the deacou In his 
business as a wright, and few men ap- 
peared to have less ground to quarrel 
with the conventional conception of 
meum and tuum. 
Nevertheless the 


deacon was always In want of money. 
He was an inveterate gamester, a gay 
and much Involved bachelor, and he 
had a passion for the fashionable sport 
of cockflghtlug. 
All this brought the 


-respected burgess iuto bad company, 
particularly at a certain disreputable 
tavern lu the Fleshrnarket close, fre- 
quented by sharpers. In 1788 Brodle 
was even accused of himself using 
loaded dice. The charge was very like- 
ly true, but It never cauie up' for trial, 
for the deacon meanwhile had" been 
convicted of a hanging matter, 


Brodle, In fact, had for years been 


living a double life. 
In the daytime 


he was nn honest craftsman, but at 
night he exchanged his chisel for a 
jimmy and a dark lantern. The dea- 
con was a humorist, and the situation 
doubtless appealed to him. The friend 
he had robbed overnight he would con- 
dole with Iu the morning, and after 
some particularly lugeulous burglary 
he would be the first In the council 
chamber to suggest offering a reward 
for discovering the perpetrator. For 
twenty years this prince of cracksmen 
remained unsuspected, and he was 
oulytbK»«ght to book at last by the 
treachery of a confederate. The dea- 
con wns sentenced to be hanged — on 
the new drop gallows he had suggest- 
ed himself to the. city ; fathers— and 
hanged he was, though 'not without a 
characteristic attempt to cheat the gal- 
lows. A French quack, Dr. Peter Del- 
gravers, so the story gaes, came to him 
In prison and undertook to restore him 
to life after be had banged the usual 
time. To tho last his fellow citizens 
loved to cherish a belief that he had 
'been resuscitated and had escaped.— 
London

BEAKS OF BIRDS. " 


Marvelous Way Each Is Adapted to Its 


Special Uie. 


Did It ever strike you lu what an ab- 


solutely marvelous way the beaks of 
birds are adapted each to Its special 
use? 
The most casual glance- at a 


sparrow or a bullfinch shows you 
that its beak is blunt, short, thick and 
strong, perfectly adapted for cracking 
the seeds or grain which form tho 
larger part of the food of all finches. 


Thou look at the thrush's long and 


rather slender bill, curved slightly 
aloug Us whole length. Whut could be 
more useful for dipping Into tho soft, 
W3t earth aud pulling out big, fat lug- 
worms or pokiug among dead leaves 
for grubs, beetles aud larvae? Thrushes 
and blackbirds and all their tribe live 
almost entirely on aulmal food, with a 
Uttle fruit, such as strawberries, now 
and then for dessert, so they are per- 
baps the most really useful of all our 
tribes of common birds. 


The slendor, delicate bills of warblers 


show that they food principally on 
[mailer insects, which they search for 
amid tho follnge of trees aud shrub* 
or, more rarely, in the grass and herb- 
age along the ground. 
Plant lice 


and spiders they clear off in tens of 
thousands. 


Few beaks could be more useful to 


their owner than that of tho fairly 
common yet little kuown bird, tho 
fern owl or nightjar. It is very short 
and weak, yet Its wide gaps Is a per- 
fect trap for tho ulght Uylug moths 
that form Master Nightjar's evening 
meal. 
Similar, too, are the swallow 


nnd martin tribe, all ot which linwk 
through the upper air for flying in- 
sects. 


Tho bill of tho great black wood- 


pecker will servo as a very good ex- 
irnplc of all his tribe. You see how 
chisel-like Is tho shape of his powerful 
Instrument, how exquisitely adapted 
tor drlvlug Into the recess of rough 
barks and extracting therefrom grubs 
and other wood boring insects. His 
tongue, too, is most curiously formed, 
bnt that hardly falls within the scope 
of this little article. 


The beak of the wild sea eagle Is 


the beak of the typical bird of prey. 
Its tremendous 
power, backed by 


tho steel-like muscles of tho neck, 
show the flesh eating habits of ajl the 
birds of prey tribe. The kestrel Is tho 
commonest example that we have in 
this country, aud next the sparrow 
hawk, 
Tho owls, too, show, by tho 


particular slmpo of their bills, a Biml- 
ar carnivorous habit—Cincinnati Com- 
mercial Tribune. 


Machinery and Labor. 


A generation or two ago men and 


women worked very long hours, and 
children had to work, too, iu order to 
produce enough to support tho work- 
Inguiau's family. The growth of capi- 
tal aud the employment of machinery 
have added so much to the cfllclency 
of labor that long hours for aduita are 
no longer necessary, aud the Industrial 
employment of children under fourteen 
can be entirely dispensed with.—Amer- 
ican Review of Reviews.
